| By ekilful management we worked our way 
in between Riel and his guards. As soon 
as the arch rebel discovered he was hemmed

ill at the time. Into this room Miss Me-

safety, I was selected as the hostage and 
remained with the guards till the search 
party ceturned after a fruitless attempt to 
| tind Dr. Schultz. My impression of Riel 
|isthat he was brave enough when sur- 
| rounded by his guards, but very cowardly 
| if the odds seemed against him. When 
| they came back we all went down stairs, 
where we found I). N. Campbell, once 
| jailer in the settlement, lying asleep upon 
' the lounge. He had heard nothing of the 
| racket and was quite astonished when he

When I reached Whitenorse Vlains, on 
my way back, | heard that Riel had taken 
possession of Fort Garry and would not al- 
low Lieutenaut Governor Macdor gall to 
enter the country. IT went to Waildonan, 
where | stayed five or six weeks with the 
Polsons. Matters seemed to be vetting 
worse: treason was abroad, and it looked 
as if troublous times were coming, Ong 
evening I jumped on my pony to ride up to 
the village and see what was yoing on, | 
had reached the locality where Drewry's 
brewery 1s located, when a man, who was 
“ alkiny on the side of the road, jumped to 
wards me and presented his ritle, telling me 
to halt. I asked him what he wanted l 
noticed then that he had a companion, and 
he said, ‘*We are Canadian volunteers, anid 
have instructions to stop every man we meet 
and find out his mission 1 said, ‘‘] am a 
Canadian, Then he looked at me closely 
and said, “Oh, yes: you are the man who 
arrived a tew days ago with the big grey 
horse.’ The man who stopped we was no 
othe: than [Tom Scott, who was shot, and 
his companion was Mat Davis, afterwards 
They were on their

Col, Dennis bad made his headquarters, 
Col. Dennis had been sent into the country 
by McDougall with the title of conservator 
of the pm ace, and bearing a proclamation, 
issued by McDougall himself to meet the 
circumstan es, proclaiming this country to 
be part of Canada. — At first I refused to 
have anything to do with them. They said 
you are a Canadian, and your loyalty ts at 
stake.

found that the Canadians had gathered and 
| had enrolled themselves, taking the oath 
of allegiance and signing a document agree- 
ing toserve.

| After being sworn in we were ordered by | 


Dennis to make our headquarters at Dr,

orders and started for Winnipeg, but’ ia

There we remained besieged 
weeks, In the meantime, as it was desir-

I made three 
trips, The half-breeds always went to inass 
every afternoon, and I yererally took ad- 
vantage of this circumstance to make my 
escape trom the besieged building. _ As one 
dispatch indicated that we were in a bad 
way, provisions giving out, ete.,Col. Dennis 
sent back word that those who were guard.

visions, blankets, vans and ammunition 
would be provided.

| We were given miserable fare. 


two lines of guards, and as we passed the 
door Riel examined us personally to see that 
we had no arms, Mrs. Schultz insisted upon 
going to the fort with her husband, who 
was amonyst us, She was carried there on 
a mattress. We were then marched be- 
tween two files of half-breeds, By this 
time it was dark, We were all put into a 
12x15 room over the old Hudson’s Bay 
othce. The room wag too small for all to 
lie down in and that night a number had to 
stand or take turns with some one else who 
slept. I remember one poor fellow tying 
his hands together and hanging himself cn a 
post of an old bed in the room. In this way 
he passed the nicht, part of which he slept. 
Next morning we got our first taste of pem 
ican. [t was to our disgust, Dog pemican 
is miserable stuff. 


RAPSING THE FLAG, 


Next morning we witnessed from our den 
the raising of the rebel flag and heard 
the speeches in connectioa with ceremony 
hicl, Lepine and J. H. McTavish delivered 
speeches, but they were in French and we 
could not understand them. Tne flag was 
a white one with a green fleur de his en- 
twived in shaurocks, Towards night the 
guards notified us to be ready the neat 
morning to move. We were afterwards 
tiled out in front of the office and placed be- 
tween two lines of armed guards. They 
marched us over to the jail and placed us in 
closer confinement, where the windows of 
the cells were guarded with iron bars. 
Meantime the halfbreeds had arrested a 
party of Canadians who had been working 
on the Dawson route, and they were placed 
in the roomea with us, This made about 36; 
as there were about S0c¢fus before. The 
jail consisted of six cells txt; the hall was 
about 6x15. When we laid down at night 
we covered all available space and we at 
once examined the windows and doors. = A 
fellow named Spice succeeded in’ cutting 
through the wood to a number of large 
spikes, which held the iron bars on one 
window. in this we loosened the bars and 
by tampering with the Window sash secon 
had matters arranged so that we could 
escape if an opportunity offered. We soon 
discovered that the jail was alive with lice. 
About 50 


pounds of pemican, cut into chunks, would 


be tlung into a box or trough near the door, 
and we were told to help ourselves, Had it 
not been for Mr. Croson and A. Macarthur 


who were not prisoners, we would have 
hada hard timeet it.. They brought us 
bread and other food, and were very kind 
tous. lremember Toms Scott well, He 


used to vo about with us when we were in 
Nehultz's house. He was a brave fellow, 
and exposed himself to all surts of danger, 
He never seemed to carry any weapon save 
ashcrt, double-edved, heavy sword, without 
any scabbard. He was a good companion 
in prison, a jolly fellow, and always took 
part in our games of leapfrog and plays 
which we indulged in to pass the time 
away. Frequently we played cards, We 
were kept there thirty days. Among our 
number were such well known men as.lames 
H, Ashdown, Peter Macarthur, of steam 
boat fame, Charlie Moir, Arch. Wright, 
Walt Liymen, and Logis Archibald, of 
Springtield.

Finally I stunibled ayainst a 
fence, which I followed. It turned out to 
be one running out to Logan's park, along 
Common street. It rang a long way out on 
the prairie. At lart I came to the Kildonan 
road, but supposing it to be the Portage 
road, I started on until [ came toe Point 
Douglas, which I was not familiar with.
